We check the weather closely in all 
parts of the country and try to get your roses to you so that you 
can plant them immediately upon arrival. In general, we recom- 
mend the following regional planting times, although these may 
vary somewhat from this schedule depending upon the locality. 


NORTHEASTERN & NORTH CENTRAL STATES. Planters in 
these colder sections enjoy best results by setting out fully mature 
plants in the spring (late March to early May). 


MID-ATLANTIC STATES. Localities vary, but generally late 
February, March and early April are favored. 


MIDWESTERN STATES. Depending upon the duration of 
freezing conditions, from mid-March to early May. 


GULF STATES. Planters in Florida and the southern parts 
of the Gulf States usually set out roses in November or Decem- 
ber for best results. Spring planting, too, has proved very success- 
ful with many, except in Southern Florida. 


SOUTHERN STATES. In warmer areas roses may be planted 
in late November, but in localities removed from the Gulf of 
Mexico, it is best to plant a little later (January to March) be- 
cause of the danger of sudden sharp cold spells. 


SOUTHWESTERN STATES. In parts of Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, Nevada, Texas, and California—the more arid and desert 
regions of the Southwest—roses should be planted early (Decem- 
ber and January). At the higher altitudes, February to March 
are best depending upon the altitude and likelihood of late frosts. 


PACIFIC COAST. January and February are the favored 
months, but good results may be had by planting through March 
as well. In the warmer, drier areas, it is best to plant early.

In the North, Midwest, or East, where the growing 
season is shorter, spacing should be reduced about 
¥s. Also, with Floribundas, spacing should be reduced 
to suit where a solid hedge or mass effect is desired. 
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When it comes to staging a grand show—a spectacle of garden 
color, few plants can equal the climbing roses. They need only 
a few square feet of garden space for their root system, and in 
return for ordinary care, they will reward you generously. You 
can have a fence, trellis or arbor aglow with spring color—cover a 
wall or unsightly place with masses of luxuriant foliage studded 
with hundreds of colorful blooms. Whether you need a large 
7 growing kind, one more modest, an everblooming type, any 
color—there is one to suit your needs among these. 


Many of these climbers are sports of Hybrid Teas with 
the same flower as the bush form of the variety. You will 
find the bush form of most of these described and pic- 
tured elsewhere in this catalog. Generally, these are very 
vigorous climbers which grow rapidly—so much so, that 
they produce little if any blooms in the first year.
